IN the Senate, on the 16th, petitions from thx 
Woman’s National Christian Temperancc 
Union and other bodies in the various States in 
favor of legislation for Sabbath observance 
were presented, as were also additional peti- 
tions from citizens of Orangeburg, S. C., asking 
that their rights of suffrage be protected. Upon 
resumption of consideration of the Tariff bill. 
the motion to put salt on the free list was 1€- 
jected without further debate. The amend- 
ment increasing the duty on cross-cut saws was 
adopted -In the House, a resolution was 
adopted calling on the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Treasury for correspond- 
ence relating to the use of an Engl sh steam- 
ship in excavating the main ship channel in 
New York harbor. The remainder of the ses- 
sion Was taken up in debate on various bills for 
the admission of Territories to Statehood. 

IN the Senate, on the 17th, Mr. Hoar reported 
favorably without amendment, the resolution 
providing for a joint meeting of the two houses 
on February 13, to count the electoral vote. 
The Tariff bill was then taken up, and Mr. Alli- 
son, in answer to a question, said that the im- 
portant matters yet to be acted on were the 
wooden, sugar and wool and woolen schedules. 
The discussion of the pending question—the 
amendment to the tin-plate schedule—was con- 
tinued by Senators Allison and Vest..... In the 
House, the resignation of Representative 
Hovey, of Indiana, was received. The bill re- 
leasing Lieutcnant-Colonel E. A. Eyre from lia- 
bility on account of receipts and disbursements 
of funds as acting Quartermaster, was passed, 
and the Territorial bills were taken up und oc 
cupied the remainder of the session, 

IN the Senate. on the 18th, the credentials o1 
Mr. Frye, of Maine, for the Senatorial term 
beginning March 4, next, were presented and 
tiled. The Tariff bill was then again taken up, 
the pending question being the sugar-bounty 
amencment, during the discussion of which it 
developed that the revenue collected fr@, 
sugar between 1851 and 1$87 amounted to $961,- 
318,349, and that the estimated annual amount 
of the proposed bounty (to be paid out of the 
revenue derived from the duty on sugar) would 
be $3,500,000. The amendment was agreed to. 
cael In the House, consideration of the Senate 
Omnibus-Admission bill was resumed and oc- 
cupied the entire day, being passed finally with 
amendments. An evening session was held, 
during which thirty private pension bills were 
passed, 

IN the Senate. on the 19th. the credentials o! 
Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, were presented 
and filed. The certificate of clection as Sen- 
ator from Delaware of Anthony Higgins was 
presented, and referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections on account of non-con- 
formity to the requirements of law. Consid- 
eration of the Tariff bill was then resumed. 
The sugar schedule was laid aside temporarily 
and the amendment to the paragraph relating 
to pen-knives and razors was taken up, and 
after much discussion, passed. The gun para- 
graph was amended and passed, Several minor 
amendments were considered and disposed of, 
and the Senate wentinto executive session. .... 
In the House, the Senate bill providing for sun- 
dry circuit courts Was passed.

THE SAMOAN MATTER, 


Absorbing Interest at the National Capi. 
tal—Anxiety and Apprehension at the 
State Department and German Legation 
—Kear-Admiral Kimberly’s Instructions 
in Regard to Maintaining Samoa's 
Treaty Rights. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The graphic ac- 
count of the outrages upon Americans in 
Samoa and the insults offered the Ameri- 
can flag by the Germans, as published 
Sunday, has been read here with absorb- 
ing interest. The Staite Departngent of- 
ficials do not seem to be very mugh moved 
by the wrongs inflicted upon their coun- 
trymen in those islands, but in all other 
quarters the strongest indignation is ex- 
pressed against the course of the German 
Government in suffering the outrages to 
be perpetrated without an instant effort 
to punish their authors. The conduct of 
the State Department is severely. criticised 
as lacking firmness’ and vigor; %ad the 
outcome is likely to be some free ex- 
pression of the sense of both houses of 
Congress. 

At the State Department and at the Ger- 
man Legation there is considerable anxi- 
ety and apprehension concerning the 
state of affairs at Samoa. The German 
Minister keeps his mouth closed and 
eludes, as far as possible, all interview- 
ers. Secretary Bayardsays as little as he 
can make serve the purpose. The Secre- 
tary said to a correspondent last night 
that the State Department had not re- 
ceived any information of an alarming 
character from Samoa since he transmit- 
ted the correspondence on the subject to 
Congress last week. Subsequent dis- 
patches, he says, are rather of a reassur- 
ing nature. 

“The lives and property and the treaty 
rights of all Americans,” said the Secre- 
tary, “will be protected, and so will the 
Samoans in their rights, without interfer- 
ence from without.” 

In confirmation of this statement, the 
Secretary reterred to his communication 
of January 12 to the German Minister, in 
which this language is used: 

IT received with special satisfaction your as- 
surance of the intentions of your government 
to maintain and carefully respect the treaty 
rights of this Government under all circum- 
stances, and this, as I state:] to you, necessarily 
included respect for the existence of Samon’s 
autonomy and independence, which 1s the basis 
of the three treaties with the United States, 
Germany and Great Britain, the ftirst-named 
being earliest in date. 

Rear-Admiral Kimberly, commanding our 
naval forces in the Pacific, has been ordered to 
proceed in h's flagship, the Trenton, to Apia, 
I have great confidence in his wisdom and 
benevolent discretion, as well as in that of the 
naval commanders of the other national vessels 
at Samoa to promote satisfactory arrange- 
ments. I take it tor granted that the same 
spirit of comity and perception of the equal 
rights of all these treaty powers which induced 
your government to unite toinvite the active 
co-operation of the Wnited States in restoring

tice and considerate moderation in framing a 
plan of setilement to the German officers in 
commiund of the Imperial forces in that region 
There is no obscurity ia the several treaties, 
and none in the understanding proposed by the 
United States, first arrived at between the 
treaty powers in June, 13466, and since then 
from time to time set forth in their correspon- 
dence. On J.nuary 18 last, the views of this 
Government were fully conveyed to the Gov- 
ernment of Germiny by my instructions of that 
date to cur Minister at Berlin, and have since 
then undergone no change, and n> intimation 
of dissent therefrom by the Government of 
Germany has since then deen received. 

Ithink that the tenor of my communication, 
taken in conjunction with Secretary Whitney's 
instructions to Admiral IKXimberly, meet the 
situation at Samoa as it has been represented 
tous. In Secretary Whitney's instructions to 
Admiral Kimberly, who is to start for Samoa 
on the Trenton, the Sccretary said: ‘You will 
at once proceed to Samoa and extend full pro- 
tection and defense to American citizens, You 
will consult with the American Consu!, exam- 
ine his archives, and otherwise inform yourself 
as tothe situation. Protest against the subju- 
gation and displacement of the native sovercign 
o7 Samoa by Germany as in violation of a pos- 
itive agreement between the treaty powers, but 
inform the representatives of the German and 
British Governments of your readimess to co- 
operate in causing all treaty rights to be re- 
spected, and restoring peace and order on the 
basis of a recognition of Samoa’s right to in- 
dependence; endeavor to prevent extreme 
measures against the Samoans, and to bring 
about a peaceful settlement.” 

As to what may happen when Kimberly 
comes up alongside the German men-of- 
war in the waters of Samoa, Secretary 
Bayard is not willing to say, further than 
that he has no doubt the Admiral will 
carry out his instructions to the letter,

Lonpon, Jan, 22.—It is stated upon most 
excelent authority that the English Gov- 
ernment has decided to uphold the treaty 
by the provisions of which European pow- 
ers are preciuded from obtaining or at- 
tempting to obtain dominance of Samoa. 
England has been fully informed of the 
views of the American Government on 
the matter, andis in full accord with the 
opinions held in Washington. The two 
governments are agreed that the action of 
the agents of Germany in Samoa is op- 


posed to the letter and spirit of 
the treaty, anid also violates 
diplomatic — etiquette and  endan- 
gers the good relations so necessary 


to the presence of Americans anl Eu- 
ropeans when dealing with semi-bar- 
barous nations. Dispatches have been 
sent to Berlin couched in language con- 
veying the foregoing sense of the situa- 
tion. The latest news received by Lord 
Salisbury from Apia is of a menacing 
character, and the Admiralty have there- 
fore ordered the strength’ of the Pacific 
fleet to be increased immediately by at 
least two powerful vessels. Count von 
Hatzfeldt, the German Ambassador, had 
an interview with Lord Salisbury yester- 
day afternoon after Mr. Phelps had con- 
sulted with Lord Salisbury.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Robert Rains was ‘arrestetl at Moulton, - 
Ala.,afew days since, charged with the 

murder of his brother, Rev. Benjamin 

Rains. 

The body of Sam Gray, fireman of the 
steamer Paris C. Brown, was found, a few 
days since, floating inthe river near Baton 
Rouge, La. 

Isham G. Harris will succeed himself as 
United States Senator from Tennessee. 

Roy Fullenwiler recently swore outa 
warrant against his wife, at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., charging her with administering 
poison in coffee to his mother, who diedin 
consequence. Thealleged murderess was 
arrested and jailed. 

Cage Rowsey, shot recently by young 
Blackerby, at Stanford, Ky.. is dead. 
With his death the male portion of the 
Rowsey family has passed away. There 
were six of the boys, and every one of 
them “died in a hurry.” 

The negro exodus from Lawrence Coun- 
ty, Ala., is explained by the fact that the 
movers believed that the ghost of Calvin 
Moody, lynched by people of his own race 
for murder, haunts: his old cabin home, 
and that his curse hangs over all con- 
cerned in his taking-off. As aresult a 
stampede has taken place, headed by 
men implicated in the hanging. 

A bold attempt was made to break jail 
at Kosciusko, Miss., a few nights ago, by 
Ed. Wells, Lije Guice and Geo. Jennings, 
three negroes recently committed for the 
robbery of the Hardy brothers. They 
worked a hole in the floor of the jail, and 
with tin cups were digging a tunnel 
through the rock and dirt, and were about 
to reach free air when Jailer Harper, 
hearing a commotion, Jocked them all in 
the iron cage. 

Charles Dilger was convicted of murder 
in the first degree at Louisville, Ky., for 
the killing of Officers Rosenburg and 
Jones, a few months ago, and his punish- 
ment was fixed at death. 

It is estimated by men and officers who 
ought to know that the recent Hawes mur- 
der riot in Birmingham, Ala., will cost the 
State about $5,000. The bills that have 
been sent in so far, audited and pail foot 
up $2,653.59. 

William Lindsay was arrested at Port 
Gibson, Miss., a few days since, charged 
with the murder of the drummer found 
dead near Yokena last June. He made a 
desperate resistance, but was overpow- 
ered and jailed. 

J. C. Barnes, a well-to-do farmer, 
walked into the sheriff’s office at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., a few days since, and surren- 
dered himself for the murder of Mort Ma- 
son, which occurred in Bolivar township 
about seven weeks ago. 

Mrs. Courtney, living near Hale’s 
Springs, Tenn., went to church a few 
nights ago, first locking up her two chil- 
dren in the house. Upon her return she 
found the little ones dead, their clothes 
heaving ignited from the fire-place avd 
being communicated one to the other. 

In a quarrel near Orchard Knob, a sub- 
urb of Chattanooga, Tenn., a few days 
since, about a woman, Wilson ¢rawtord 
struck John Bair with a pair of brass 
knuckles, inflicting probably fatal inju- 
ries. In return Blair stabbed Crawford, 
and he died in a few moments from the 
wound. 

A man who will give no account of hiru- 
self was captured running wild near 
Jamestown, Ky., recently. He was living 
on roots, nuts and berries, and could not 
tell his name. He is fully sixty years old 
and much weakened by exposure. His 
case is being investigated. 

Newton H eim, charged with the killing 
of Boriegard Starkett, a colored despera- 
do, at Garretsburg, Ky., recently, had his 
examination trial at Hopkinsville, and 
was released on the ground that the kill- 
ing was done in self-defense. Different 
witnesses testified that Starkett had 
threated to kill Helm, 

Martha Wayland, a colored woman em-- 
ployed asa cookin the camps of a con- 
tractor on the Knoxville Southern rail- 
road, was burned to death a few nights 
ago. She had gone out and picked up an 
apronfull of chips, which she threw on 
the fire, Her apron caught from the 
flames and she was burned to death. 

James Lee, Sr., a veteran steamboat- 
man on the Western waters, died re- 
cently ut his son’s (Captain James Lee, 
Jr.) residence in Memphis, Tenn., in the 
eighty-first year of his age. The deceased 
was the founder of the Lee Line of pack- 
ets, now running from Memphis. He has 
been solely connected with river inter- 
ests for the past sixty years. 

A old Georgia farmer named Dickey 
has fallen into an unexpected fortune. 
The wretched soil on which he and his 
ancestors toiled without success has been 
found to cover the best marble in Ameri- 
ca. Consequently he has leased it toa 
company of Northern capitalists for 100 
years at $12,000 a year sure guaranty and 
$60,000 should the expectation of the 
speculators be realized. 

The farmers around Elberton, Ga., 
know the worth of persimmons, and tor 
years have made it a point never to cut 
down a persimmon tree. In places so 
many tree& have been left standing that 
the fields look like orchards: and indeed 
they are, persimmon orchards, the trees 
of which bear fine crops of fruit almost as 
valuable as corn for fattening hogs. The 
farmers say that the persimmon tree 
draws but little strength or moisture from 
the soil, aud that excelent crops are 
grown even beneath their shade. 

A mob of men from Burnt Swamp, near 
Red Bank, N. C., on the Carolina Central 
railroad, supposed to be what are com- 
monly called “Seuffs,” had manifested 
some feeling against Mr. Harp, who lives 
two miles from Red Bank, and. invaded 
his residence, a few nights ago, with guns 
and pistols. His wife was killed and sev- 
eral parties at the house were wounded 
in the fray. Mr. Harp is sixty-five years 

old and highly respected. No reason is 
known for the action of the mob. 

John Wright and Frank King, sawyers 
in Stewart & Butt’s shingle mill, at Mo- 
bile, Ala., were working at a shingle ma- 
shine, a few days ago, when a block of 
sypress fell from a carrier-belt, struck a 
sircular saw at work, was cut in two parts 
and thrown forward.

So farasI am informed it has been 

about two months since there was a case 

of yellow fever in Decatur. In the mean- 

time most of the houses in which there 

were cases of yellow fever have been con- 

tinuously inhabited, eyen the rooms in 
which the sick were treated have been 
generally in use, along witb the beds, 
bedding, carpets, etc. This statement is 
almost universally true so far as the 
bouses, beds, bedding, etc.. of the color- 
ed people are concerned, and it is very 
geoerally true as regards the white peo 

ple. Ifthere was any danger in these 
things, it would have declared itself in 
unmistakable ways long ago. It would 
be something new in the history of pub- 
lic sanitation to undertake the destruc- 
tion or disinfection of houses, rooms, 
bedding, carpets or other articles that 
have thus beer in common every day 
use for two months, and an undertaking 
not warranted by anything we have 
learned from the past history of yellow 
f :ver. 

Frost and cold are, in yellow fever, the 
great disinfectants. When the cold 
weather comes yellow fever goes, and 
stays gone until it is brought back again. 
This is the lesscn taught by hundreds of 
epidemics, and by all the localities in 
which yeliow fever bas ever prevailed. | 
+u, pose that in the United States more 
tian one bundred communities suffered 
from yellow fever in the great epidemic 
year of 1878. In not one of these places 
did it hibernate during that winter to be 
awakened into malignant life by the 
warm :h of the succeding summer. I do 
not forget that the Memphis epidemic o* 
1879 has been very generally ascribed to 
the hibernation of the fever poison ol! 
1878. But I was in Memphis in both of 
the years, and | was not able in 1879 to 
discover one singie factin proof of the 
theory of hibernation. Sanitarians have 
allowed themselves to be misled in re 

gard to this Memphis outbreak. Indeed 
it seems to me that sanitarians generally 
have very crude notions about the biber 

natio:: ot yellow fever. They seem to 
belieye that when the frost comes yel- 
low fever gozsio sleep and con'inucs to 
sleep without interruption for five or six 
or eight months, until the suns of aicths 
er suirmer rous¢ it azain into pestilen 

tial activity. But yellow fever does dot 
hibernate inthis way atall,in no time 
and in no place. Yellow fever hiber:

to things that have been in constant use. 
any attempt at disinfection seems to me 
not only uncalled tor but mischievous. 
It is.important that it should be clearly 
and definitely understood that wintry 
weather with frost and ice give certain 
and reliable protection to individuals 
and to communities. Even when there 
has been no frost, if the fever disappears 
for several weeks—one or two months 
from any community the assurance of 
future immunity is beyond quest on:

This vesse! had in the fall 
of 1878 seven cases of yellow fever She 
was disinfected many times over in the 
most thorougt manner, aid then ex» 
posed to alltbe cold of a New England 
winter. Onthe 15th of March she left 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, for Wind- 
ward Islands. Onefweek later two cases 
of sitkness Occurred on board of her 
which the ship’s surgeon pronounced 
to be yellow fever. One of them 
recovered, the other fell into a typhoid 
condition and ultimately died. There 
was no post mortem examination. ‘The 
clinicai histories of these cases are very 
defective. I donot believe that these 
two men, Saunders and Eagan, had y-e!- 
low fever. 

In the meantime I want it to be under. 
stood that I wage no war on disinfeciion, 
even on such disinfection as can be 
prac'iced by health officials. In the be 

ginning of an outbreak of y: l'ow fever I 
would exhaust all the poss:bilities ot 
disisfection, and during the progress of 
an epidemic I might think it sometimes 
wise to make use of it.

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DRAINAGE Of OF LANDS. 
An Improvement “for Which More Is 
Claimed Than Is Reasonable. 

It may be said in general that the 
drainage of land that is at any time too 
wet for any farm operation is beneficial 
to it. But, at the same time, there are 
things which are.beneficial that are 
not expedient or jud@ieious to be done. 
Drainage is costly work, and the pre- 
vailing ‘‘craze,” we will say, for drain- 
ing”has unquestionable led to a great 
amount of borrowing, which, as the 
proverb avers, leads to sorrowing. 
Drainage is one of those works which 
should be thought of thrice before it 
is undertaken, and the cost and profit 
of it should be well considered before 
it is begun, and when it is done it 
should be well done. 

The principal considerations in the 
work of draining are the depth of the 
drains and thesize of thetiles. These 
are thé chief items in the cost. The 
third foot in depth of a drain costs 
twice as much as the first, and the 
fourth foot half as much more than 
the third. The first foot may be 
plowed out, and the second foot may 
be loosened: by the plow so as to be 
quickly and easily thrown out by the 
shovel. The third foot is dug witha 
spade, and if a fourth foot is exca- 
vated this must be so narrow that spe- 
cial tools will be required and the word 
will be very slow, or the whole ditch 
must be widened. The business of 
drainage has gradually got into the 
hands of the manufacturers of the drain 
tiles in the Western States, and as the 
greater part of the money spent goes 
into their hands, it is obviously desir- 
able to them to increase the cost of the 
work as much as possible. It is not 
strange, therefore, that farmers are 
recommended to putottheir drains down 
four.feet, notwithstanding the doubled 
expense, on the ground that the crops 
grown upon land so drained will be in- 
creased fully fifty per cent. This is an 
instance, supposing the claim to be 
well founded and the alleged increase 
certain, of a result that may be bene- 
ficial, but which is by no means expedi- 
ent, for the increased cost will scarcely 
be repaid by the enlarged product, and 
in truth, this enlarged product will in 
many cases be illusory. There are 
very rare cases in which four-foot 
drains are necessary. Such deep 
drainage has been declared a failure in 
England, where the land requires to 
be drained much more than is needed 
in our drier climate, and where the 
evaporation from the soil is very 
slight. 

More is claimed for the drainage of 
land than is reasonable or certain. 
The warming of the soil by the en- 
trance of air into it through the drains 
is one of these very questionable 
claims. Véry <little air ever passes 
into the soif°in this way, and it has 
never ean observed that any current 
of air is ever apparent passing in or 
out of the drains. The writer has 
made many trials to discover this 
alleged circulation of air in drains, 
but without ever detecting the slightest 
movement. A flame or smoke made 
in the outlots has never shown the 
slightest indication of any current at 
any time ofthe day or night in any 
season. No doubt when the soil is 
filled with water after a heavy rain, 
and this water flows off through the 
drains, air will gradually enter the in- 
terstices of the soil, and occupy the 
vacant spaces, and, as far as this may 
go, the effect will be to raise the tem- 
perature of the soil in the summer, but 
it will have a contrary effect in the 
winter, when the soil is warmer than 
the air. This aeration, however, is of 
very little account, for the roots do 
not absorb the air, nor do they, as far 
as is known, take in any carbonic acid 
from the air, and if they take up any 
carbon in this way at all the soil al- 
ways has a larger supply of it derived 
from the decay of organic matter than 
it can ever obtain from the air. 

Unless in exceptional cases drains 
need not be made deeper than three 
fect. It is true that four-foot drains 
may be placed further apart than three- 
foot drains and dry the soil equally 
well, but for all purposes the depth of 
three feet is ample. The distance be- 
tween the drains depends wholly upon 
the character of the land. If it is low 
and receives a large quantity of water 
from adjacent higher ground and the 
soil is of clay the drains may be needed 
at sixty-six feet apart, otherwise one 
hundred feet will not be too much. In 
such cases as this much benefit may 
result from cutting a drain at the 
head, across the land on the level, to 
cut off the inflow from the higher 
ground, and leading this water off 
through the laterals to the main drain 
at the foot. Indeed, the writer has 
known one in which a large tract of 
very wet land at the foot of an exten- 
sive slope has been wholly drained by 
one main drain at the foot of the slope, 
which was dug to a depth of seven 
feet, where water enough was met 
with to filla ten-inch pipe and runa 
small mill. An instance of this kind 
shows how necessary it is to thoroughly 
study the nature of the land and test 
its condition by explorations by pits 
or boring before spending a large 
amount of money in digging a number 
of ditches and burying a costly quan- 
tity of pipes, according to a theoretical 
plan of thorough drainage laid out in 
entire ignorance of the real necessities 


of the case, and copied from a book or,

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—Harrow the wheat lands as long 
as possible; this makes firm seed-beds, 
which are abominated by chinch bugs. 
—No animal is so hardy as to re- 
quirc no attention. The more an ani- 
mal is exposed the less it will produce, 
either of pork, wool, mutton, beef or 
milk. 

—A hen of large breed should not 
lay less than from 110 to 120 eggs, the 
small breeds from 150 to 175; any that 
lay less eggs than that should not be 
kept. 

—The advantage in well tiled land 
is that the surface water drains off 
rapidly without washing. It warms 
up quicker and seeding can be done 
earlier. 

—If the supply of hay is short use 
straw and corn fodder as part of the 
daily ration. Any deficiency in the 
coarse food can be supplied with extra 
grain. In fact, any ration can be 
balanced by the judicious use of 
ground grain and cottonseed or linseed 
meal. 

—Vines are of some service. The 
potato vine contains a large amount of 
potash, and should be added to the 
manure heap. The vine of the sweet 
potato and pea is readily eaten by 
stock, as also the tops of many roots 
that are grown. If all such material 
were carefully saved and fed it would 
produce many thousands of pounds of 
meat. 

—The common weed known as rag- 
weed or bitter weed, is readily eaten 
by cows, and if abundant in pastures 
is sure to make the butter bitter. The 
only immediate remedy is to keep the 
cows away from it, and then, if pos- 
sible, exterminate the weed. The 
same weed produces that distressing 
form of influenza known as “‘hay fever” 
in many persons. 

—In feeding poultry, one must be 
very careful not to use damaged grain 
or sour leavings. The latter will of- 
tentimes cause dyspepsia, and bring on 
a half-dozen other troublesome dis- 
eases. Warm feed only on cold days 
should be given. When the weather 
is warm do not rely too much upon 
the above diet. Achanze is desirable, 
and will work a benefit to the digestive 
organs, which are unusually active at 
this season of the year.

The preserving qualities of honey are 
immense. The best hams are cured 
with honey, and pears and apples are 
often preserved with honey. In fact, 
honey has the quality of preserving 
fora long time ina fresh state any 
thing that may be laid in it or mixed 
with it, and to prevent its corruption 
in a far superior manner to sugar; 
thus many species of fruit may be pre- 
served by being laid in honey, and by 
this means obtain a pleasant taste and 
give to the stomach a healthy tone. 
One who has once tried it will not use 
sugar for preserving fruit. 





HOUSEHOLD HELPS.

Knowledge Which Will Lighten Many Dis- 
agreeable Domestic Duties. 


If the cover is removed from soap- 
dishes the soap will not get soft. 

When flat-irons become rusty, black 
them with stove-polish, and rub well 
with a dry bush. 

Use charcoal to broil with. ‘The 
flames close the pores very quickly 
and make the meat very tender. 

Silver can be kept bright for months 
by being placed in aw air-tight case 
with a good-sized piece of camphor. 

Use squares of dull-colored felt, 
pinked at the edges, under statuary or 
any heavy ornaments that are liable 
to mar a polished surface. 

Do not keep ironed clothes on bars 


in the kitchen any longer than is 
necessary for gthoroughly drying. 


They gather unpleasant odors, 

Equal parts of white shellac and al- 
cohol is a permanent fixative for 
crayon and charcoal sketches. Spray 
it on evenly with an artist’s atomizer. 

Mahogany and cherry furniture often 
gets dull for want of a good cleaning 
with a moist cloth. Polish with the 
hand, rubbing well, and the result will 
be surprising. 

Windows can be cleaned in winter 
and the frost entirely removed by using 
a gill of alcohol to a pint of hot water. 
Clean quickly and rubdry with a warm 
chamois skin. 

Anold and reliable Engiish cook- 
book gives the following recipe as an 
oil-cloth restorer: Melt one-half of an 
ounce of beeswax in a saucer of turpen- 
tine. Rub the surface all over with it 
and rub in with a dry cloth. 

Telegraph wire of galvanized iron is 
much better to hang clothes on in 
winter than rope, as the clothes will 
not freeze to it. Have it humg up bya 
line-man and it will never ‘‘give,” no 
matter what the weather may be. 

For chapped hands, make camphor- 
ice of one and one-half ounces of sper- 
maceti tallow, four teaspoonfuls of oil 
of sweet almonds and three-fourths of 
an ounee of gum-camphor pulverized 
fine. Puton back of stove until dis- 
solved, stirring constantly, using just 
enough heat to melt the ingredients 
together. 

Laundry polish for shirts, collars 
and cuffs, ete., is made in the follow- 
ing manner: Dissolve on a slow fire 
one ounce of white wax and two 
ounces of spermaceti with one large 
tablespoonful of salt. Tura intoa wet 
cup to cool. Make boiled starch as 
usual,cooking slowly for twenty 
minutes, and for every tablespoonful 
of dry starch used put in a lump of the 
preparation the size of a cherry. Use 
no cold starch and do not sprinkle. 
When the starched pieces are dried, 
lay them in a wet towel for two hours, 
and with a rough polighing-iron bring 





out the gloss.—Mrs. ‘W. H. Maher, ig

THE LATE COLOROW. 
Characteristics of the Recently Deceased 
Chief of the White River Utes. 
Since the “Ute war” fiasco of Au- 
gust, 1887, Colorow had been wnder 
military surveillance which chafed 
him, and added to his usual surliness, 
but, undoubtedly, restrained him from 
annoying the people in the White 
River country. He was seventy-five 
years old. 
Colorow would never scare. Many 
times his camp has been approached by 
cowboys, and he has listened to their 
threats without moving. Some two 
years ago he was camped near Elk 
Springs, and one evening a party of 
eleven armed men rode up to his camp 
and told the old chief he would have to 
move on. He listened to them in si- 
lence, and when they got through and 
waited for him to reply he deliber- 
ately stepped into his tepee, appeared 
again witha Winchester, and said he 
was ready to be moved. It is needless 
to say he was not moved. 
Whenever in council with other 
chiefs he was always harping on the 
loss of his country, and the treachery 
of the other White River chiefs. Col- 
orow wasagood rifle shot. In fact, 
all of the old Indians are, as a rule, 
better shots than the younger ones. 
One time, while spending afew days at 
Ouray agency, the chief and head men 
had a little council. All the 
other Indians had _ secured their 
rations, and one large steer remained 
in the corral for distribution 
among the chiefs. The question 
of who should do the shooting came 
up, and it was left to Colorow, he 
being the oldest one present. The 
chiefs went to the corral in a body, 
and Colorow, studying the pagition of 
the steer, which was seventy-five 
yards distant, took a rifle from the 
hands of a bystander, and quicker 
than a flash, threw the gua into posi- 


tion, fired, and the animal dropped 
dead, struck squarely between the 
eyes. 


His trade in pelts and furs amounted 
to thousands of dollars a year. The 
country was overrun wish outlaws 
and outcasts of every description, and 
every depredation committed in the 
way of killing stock or stealing was 
laid to Colorow and his followers. The 
old chief actually thought he was 
looked upon by the settlers as the 
rightful owner of the country as he 
was humored in this whim by many to 
avoid tiresome talk. 

He will probably be succeeded as 
chief by his son Gus, who possesses 
all the old man’s daring, but lacks the 
lawless characteristics of hts father. 
A Government scout said: 

“Colorow was cross, erabbed, 
mean, and always had a tremendous 
appetite. Ife was always hungry. He 
drank his share of firewater, too. Now 
that he Jas gone no one Dut his 
rquaws and his tribe will mourn, and 
the Indian problem becomes a very 
simple one. If he were still alive and 
a younger man the Govermment would 
have great trouble, as Colorow’s ¢x- 
treme age was all that prevented the 
Fies from committing many serious 
depredations in recent years.”
